The man who 2l1so came on 
the first occasion asked me wh-ther I had any enemies, to which 
I replied in the negative. He, however, persisted in his belief 
that I hed some enenies, stating that they were secret agents of 
the Japanese gendarmerie at Hongkew, -nd had learned that some- 


one had accused me of being a member of a trobile unit, for which 


I might be taken into custody the next day. He further said tha’ 


they let me know this, because wewere all natives of Ningpo am 
I told them that I was not concerned in guerilla activities. They 
then stated that It would not mean anything even if someone came 
to make enquiries on the next day and that it would be alright 
since I am not a member of a mobile unit. They left me soon 
afterwards. At the time of the Yolice raid at my house, this 
evening, one of the men who came to wern me beforehand was also 
amongst the pm rty.
